«hat the public wants and that which 
the fact-knowledge of this survey 
shows to be practical is a safe pro- 
pram ot work for the 
Chamber of 


Commerce. It is the duty and privi- 
lege of the Hoard of Directors of the 
Chamber to define this middle ground 
and plan the work of the organization 
accordingly. 


A questionnaire was mailed to the 


membership of the Chamber of Com- 
merce with the request that each one 
note his opinion of the outstanding 
need of the city of Kingston. The re- 
-ponse is not so general as was hoped 
but the specific suggestions are doubt- 
less topical of what is in the popular 
mind.

money: and there is some times a 
considerable difference between wish- 
ing for something and being willing 
to pay for it.
